ceivership suit

by 
Mrs. 
Glendenning. 
The alienation suit had its origin 
from the divorce suit and was filed 
shortly after the divorce was heard. 
The allegations in 
the 
complaint 
were of a sensational nature and 
would have been a repetition of the 
evidence introduced at 
the divorce 
trial. 
The work of securing the jury had 
been completed when the 
compro­ 
mise was reached. The

had 
been sworn and the attorneys were 
ready for the opening 
statements. 
The agreement between the

was made in writing.
